ATTEMPT TO LOWER RATES 





The Bank of England’s Borrowings— 
Its Raid on the Market—Suppressed 
Terror Still Over the Shortage of 
Gold.

LONDON, Sept. 16.—All last week our 
credit merchants endeavoring to 
press the rates down, but they did not 
succeed. The banks refused to work for

Super fic ially the motive for this dogged 
attitude of the banks was not apparent, 
but they doubtless had their eyes upon 
the dangers incident to poverty later in 
the year. Call loans have been cheap 
enough, and even money for the week 
seldom cost more than 3 per cent. until 
Friday, when it jumped to 4 per cent. or 
more. 

Supplies and fresh credit are growing 
scarcer, and up to the end of this month 
you may be certain that if the Bank of 
England can manage, the entire 
market will be at its mercy, 

It borrowed freely most days last week, 
giving as much as 34 per cent. for ad- 
vances up to the end of the month. The 
result is that, notwithstanding the heavy 
Government disbursements and the re- 
turn of notes and coin from active circu- 
lation, it has already made the market 
distressingly poor. And now the Gov- 
ernment requires to borrow another 
P2,000,000, The banking reserve has 
gone up nearly £900,000, and not a penny 
of that has benefited the open market. 

The Government has paid off altogeth- 
er about £2,500,000 of temporary ad- 
vances due to the Bank. It still owes 
the Bank £3,500,000, besides what may 
be due on the Treasury bills held there. 
To pay what it has done it has had to 
utilize the credit withdrawn from the 
market, and therefore its action has 
strengthened the Bank’s temporary 
hold-over rates, just as the Bank’s own 
borrowings did, 

The position is a very complicated one, 
and must become more so as we ap- 
proach November, 

With one hand the Government pulls 
in money from every source it can, with 
the other it dispenses it like water, 
Withdrawals, however, exceed the sup- 
plies, and we are in such a terror still 
about the shortage of gold that the news 
of the sale of £4,000,000 of German 
Treasury bills in New York produced at 
first a feeling of relief, 

Now America means to supply Ger- 
many with gold, it is said, and ours will 
not be wanted. Whereupon consols 
hardened. How cruel it would be if you 
took our gold and handed it to the Ger- 
mans afterall! That js the latest fear of 
the market, which finished Friday night 
apprehensive, with discount at 3% per 
cent. But for the gold you sent us we 
should have had a 5 per cent. bank rate 
by now, and some are disappointed that 
you are sending drafts on London for the 
remainder of your exchequer bond in- 
stallments, instead of metal. The little 
we have had has done us good in pass- 
ing, has cheered us up, and made us feel

For the first time in several weeks the 
declines exceeded the net gains in the 
market for outside securities. The losses 
which occurred were in many cases frac- 
tional, but in others the declines amount- 
ed to as much as 3 or 4 points. During 


the early part of the week the market 


j held its position, and at times showed 


considerable strength, but gradually the 
support which the market seemed to 
have was withdrawn, and prices became 
irregular, with the tendency at the close 
toward lower quotations. On Saturday 
the weakness of the Stock Exchange 
market was naturally reflected by de- 
clines on the curb, and if, as predicted 
in some quarters, prices decline in the 
more important market, the curb must 
be expected to be unfavorably affected. 
In only a few instances were the changes 
for the week attributable to news direct- 
ly affecting the stocks, and the general 
position of the market must be assigned 
as the reason for last week's price move- 
ments. Quotations have recently been 
advanced on very little buying, because 
of the fact that holders of stock have 
been waiting seemingly for higher prices 
before disposing of holdings recently ac- 
quired or held through the period when 
prices were very much below the present 
level. In view of prevailing conditions 
higher prices can hardly be expected, ex- 
cept where special influences are at 
work, 

In the general trading of the past week 
there was little of particular interest. In 
most stocks daily totals were exceeding- 
ly small, and in no issue probably did the 
sales for the entire week amount to as 
much as 5,000 shares. General Carriage 
was perhaps the most active stock, but, 
except on the first day, on which it was 
active, the trading in this stock did not 
attract much attention, Orders in the 
stock seemed to come from insiders, and 
apparently an effort was under way to 
work the stock up, At the close of the 
week predictions of higher prices this 
week were heard, and usually such pre- 
dictions are predicated on nothing more 
substantial than some stock market plan, 
than which few things are less reliable. 

More interesting developments occurred 
in two or three stocks which, though not 
very active, became prominent by sharp 
movements in price. The most promi- 
nent were Electric Vehicle and Standard 
Gas, which advanced sharply, and New 
England Gas and Coke stock and bonds, 
which suffered severe declines. The gain 
in Electric Vehicle was attributed to 
changes of considerable importance to be 
made in the Board of Directors at the 
annual meeting to be held to-morrow. 
In matters of detail economies have re- 
cently been instituted which it is ex- 
pected will add materially to the profits 
of the company, and other betterments 
are expected to follow the changes to be 
made in the Directory of the company.

cline at the close of the week, when the 
bonds dropped from about 61 to 55, nat- 
urally gave rise to disquieting reports. 

American Woolen was watched with 
much interest because of the weakness 
of the stock in the face of a statement 
of earnings which may conservatively be 
called good. The report had shown that 
the common stock was earning about 8 
per cent., and yet the price of this issue 
fell during the week below 12, a figure 

representing, if the published figures be 
correct, only a little more than a year 
and a half’s earnings. And the pre- 
ferred stock, paying 7 per cent., fell as 
low as 68%, and had little support at 
that figure. The explanation given is 
that efforts are being made to lower the 
price of the stock, with the ultimate pur- 
pose of securing a large amount of the 
issue at very low prices.
